preciation daim both as to labor and 
materials. 
The commission allowed lor differ- 


ences in wages and the cost of mat- 
erial. 
Just how much Is Involved ta the 


decision is uncertain.

The time of the meeting has not 


been fixed but probably will be im- 
mediately after the Republicans have 
passed a new tax and the country has 
had a chance to learn definitely what 
has been done by the Republican party 
on tax revision. 


Thus far the Democrats have main- 


tained a policy of passive resistance 
to Republican doctrines, believing that 
the country wanted to give the new ad- 
ministration a fair chance to make 
good without Democratic obstruction. 
When the tax and tariff bills are 
passed, however, the Democrats who 
already take exception to the Repub- 
lican proposals will endeavor to con- 
vince the country that those policies 
arc wrong and can be corrected only 
by the election of a Democratic con- 
gress a year honce. President Taft 
lest congress immediately after the 
passage of the Paync-Aldnch tariff 
law and the Democrats arc hoping 
that history will repeat itself. They 
are basing their hopes, however, not 
so much on the tariff but on taxes.

This is in lino with the theory that the 
tax burden should be distributed over 
a period of years so that future gen- 
erations may bear a large part of the 
cost of the war. This policy, how- 
ever, is opposed by Republican econo- 
mists in the executive branch of the 
government who think the govern- 
ment's borrowing power would be ad- 
versely affected by such a plan.

Jilted Women Trails Man 
For Months; Slays Him 
Near His New York Home 


Now York.—The story of how she 


hunted and hounded Ellis Kinkead, 
prominent Cincinnati lawyer, was told 
Saturday by Miss Olivia Stone, who 
shot and killed him on a street corner 
in Brooklyn late yesterday. 


She declared she forced him to re- 


sign from the Cincinnati law school, 
hired detectives to pursue him when 
he tried to flee from her, that she 
"showed him up to his friends," lay 
in wait for him at his office in N^w 
York, continued the relentless chase 
for months, indefatigable in her de- 
termination to confront him, and fin- 
ally met him face to face near his 
home in Brooklyn. 
"Then I saw him crossing the street, 


I approached him and- said: 'How do 
you do, Mr. Ellis Kinkead, you dirty 
rat," she declared. 


Miss Stone told her story after she 


had been arraigned in a 
Brooklyn 


court on a charge of homicide and held 
without bail for hearing Tuesday. 


"Don't you regret the shooting?" 


she was asked. Tho woman smiled 
and waved her hand. 


"Regret it—no. 
I'm the happiest 


woman in the world. 


"Ellis Kinkead is now in the place 


where the 
dawn 
comes 
up 
like 


thunder." 
She described how she met Kinkead 


in Cincinnati, where she was a gradu- 
ated nurse, and how sha accompanied 
him to Atlantic City, where he made 
love to her. 
"He asked me for $1,000 to invest. 


I gave it to him and never saw it 
again. I believe he spent it on the 
Gormley girl (now his wife). I could 
see his loye was waning and decided 
he most marry me. The dean of the 
Cincinnati law school, where he was 
on the faculty, said he must nlarry.me 
or be discharged. I got him discharged 
all right. This was in 1920. 


"Then he married and disappeared. 


Hia friends said he had gone to Eng- 
land. I hired tho best detectives and 
they located him in New York in ten 
days. 
"I retained 
Theodore Horseman, 


Cincinnati lawyer, to represent me in 
a divorce action, as Kinkead had 
madr- me his common law wife. I gc-t 
a judgment of $5,000 for alimony but 
never got a cent of it. 


"Then I followed him to New York."

"For tlie fiscal year ending June 30, 


1920," said Hays, the deficit was $17,- 
000,000. 
"For the fiscal year ending June 30, 


1921, the deficit will be found to bo ap- 
proximately $84,000,000 when the re 
ports are all available. Of this about 
$73,000,000 was due to mcrrnseil com- 
pensation ordered by congiess to em- 
ployes and $11,000,000 was additional 
pay to railroads under interstate com- 
merce decisions. - 


"Since April 1 there has been a seri- 


ous falling off of the business of the 
postoffice department, and in conse- 
quent receipts, but economies have 
been instituted which prevent any 
deficit other than that for increased 
wages and railroad rates. 


"In the fiscal year beginning July 1, 


1921 and ending June 30, 1922, the 
treasury department has estimated 
tho deficit at $70.000,000. This esti-

Washigton, D. C.—No taxes can be 


repealed before January 1, 1922, Re- 
publican members of the house ways 
and means committee tentatively de- 
cided Saturday. 


If this plan is finally enacted, it 


mean that business and wealthy 


individuals during the calendar year 
of 1922 would have to pay the excess 
profits and high surtaxes on the pro- 
fits of 1921. Previously it was planned 
to repeal the excess profits and reduce 
the surtaxes as of January 1, 1921 
thus lifting these levies after corpor- 
ations' ruid indTviiduals had made pro- 
vision to meet them. 
The main reason for the change is 


the great need for revenue as shown 
by Secretary of the Treasury Mellon's 
outline of the government fiscal situ- 
ation.

vrtiero such fundst arc maintained. 
Appleton is in this category. There- 
fore policemen will be working in 
thoir own interest when they enforce 
the new law. 
As passed by the legislature, the 


law contains more than 3,000 words 
and requires newspaper 
space of 


three and one-half columns for pub- 
lication. Here are the "high lights" in 
the new decree: 


1. Every owner of a dog six months

Washington, DL C.—One of the big 


RELIEF FOR DISABLED SOLDIERS 


Congress has finallj done its duty by th*» 


«5ck and disabled ex-e«rvice men. It has 
passed the Sweet bill which creates new 
machinery, coordinates the old and appro- 
priates the money necessary for the func- 
tioning of the various measures of relief. 
It is estimated that it will cost close to half 
a billion dollars <a year to carry out the 
provisions of thif measure. This is a 
large sum of money—about half the total 
cost of running the government before the 
war. 


It would seem to be sufficient to do ev- 


erything that can be done to meet the peo- 
ple's obligation to their disabled veterans. 
But whether it is or not is going to depend 
entirely upon how honestly and intelli- 
gently the money is spent. 


The responsibility for caring for our 


dhabled soldiers now passes from congress 
to the executive branch of the administra- 


CONCSNTRATION OF WEALTH 
"The rich two per cent of the people 


own sixty per cent of the wealth of the 
Crated States: the 'middle class' thirty- 
three per cent of the people own thirty- 
five per cent of the wealth, aad the poor 
sixty-five per cent of the people own five 
per cent of the wealth." Mr. Henry H. 
Klein, first deputy 
commissioner of ac- 


counts of the city of New York, makes 
the foregoing statement in his book. ''Dy- 
nastic America.'' He shows that 143 
families have concentrated wealth to the 
amount of approximately $16.000.000.- 
000. Alluding to the income tax returns 
of 1H17. he says-th-at there were four in- 
comes in excess of -S5.000.000 each, eight 
in excess of $4.000.000 each, six in excess 
of $3.000.000 each, 26 in excess of 82.- 
000.000. 35 in excess of Si.500.000 
each. 150 in excess of $1.000.000 ea-ch 
and 315 in excess of -$500.000 each. 


Mr. Klein's statistics illustrate, under 


modern conditions and under the represen- 
tative system of government, several great 
problems which have been under discus- 
sion for centuries. 
These problems, as 


yet unsolved, are under more intense con- 
sideration at the present time than ever 
before. They relate to inequalities of for- 
tune, the accumulation of wealth, the mul- 
tiplication and concentration of wealth, 
and the control of various monopolies. 
Most great fortunes are founded on mono- 
poly of utilities or facilities by the control 
of inventions or privileges, or the enhanced 
value of property. As -capital multiplies 
itself in the form of interest or dividends, 
it has a tendency to increase rapidly and 
to concentrate. 


One fact 
which 
is seldom, 
if ever, 


brought out in connection with the in- 
equalities of wealth is that there was more 
poverty in previous eras than there is to- 
day, 
and there are more ' small fortunes 


and more small fortunes in the making 
now than 
formerly. 
This idea is por- 


trayed by Mr. Klein's assertion that the 
middle class owns thirty-five per cent of 
the nation's wealth. America would not. 
under any circumstances, even consider 
the socialist theory of common ownership 
of property, nor would it, under any cir- 
cumstances, seriously consider the curtail- 
ment of individual enterprise or opportuni- 
ty, or the enrichment of the government 
by a nationalization of wealth, as a scheme 
which is akin to socialism. Among sug- 
gestions for 
reform 
are limitation of 


wealth, regulation of natural resources so 
a? to effect a wid^r distribution of wealth, 
regulation or curtailment of various forms 
of monopoly, and restriction of interest 
or dividend rates so as to overcome the 
function of capital to multiply itself. 


These problems are complex because 


they involve moral, social, political and 
economic principles. 
The prime difficul- 


ty is to avoid socalism or nationalization 
and to safeguard and extend ndividualism 
to the pubic welfare.

Take a Bracer Every Hour. 


Splanchnic anhedonla, which, as every schoolboy 


now knows, is the incapacity to en^oy life associated 
with sagging abdominal organs, is pretty generally 
induced or at least favored by a slumpy posture. If 
you will stop and look about and visualize your 
cheerful, happy, good-natured acquaintances, you 
will find that they are all fairly well set up, they 
carry themselves well, they have a good posture. On 
the other hand, recall the slumpy, slouchy, weak, un- 
gainly posture of your sad, gloomy, melancholic or 
unhappy friends. Is good posture an expression, 
merely, of vigor, health and* cheerful mihdedness, or 
is health of body and mind a state more or less do- 


I pendent on good posture? Of course the answer to 
this question is a matter of opinion. In my opinion 
good posture is rather the determinant of the physi- 
cal and mental health that assures happiness. I am 
no believer in that popular injunction "smile and be 
happy." To my mind you -have got to be. happy in 


And happiness is 
order to register a real smile, 
health. 


In recommending half a dozen or more somer- 


saults on the floor, or on a mattress or mat or pil 
lows, each night and morning, as a prophylactic 
against stagnation of the splanchnic pool and the long 
train of eyils suffered therefrom, I have specified 
the importance of coming up smiling. 
Some cor- 


respondents of twenty, forty or sixty have written 
me painful letters asking how in somewhere a per- 
son can come up smiling if he is so dizzy and sick 
he can't get outa bed for a week after the first at- 
tempt at somersaults. You see—that is what false 
dignity and neglect of physical education will do 
to you. 


Bearing in mind then, children, what I told you 


the other day about the three-inch lift one can give 
a sagging stomach or other organ by merely con- 
tracting the abdominal muscles and lifting up the 
chest, and remembering also the pumping effect on 
the splanchnic pool produced by vigorous contract- 
uon of the abdominal muscles (such as occurs in a 
hearty laugh), it should not be difficult for us to 
comprehend the good health value of the habit of 
taking an hourly bracer, a little something to drive 
away the willies, a sort of an organized stretch, if 
you know what I mean. 


Although it is best, if possible, to stand up for 


this hourly bracer, a fairly good bracer may be 
taken sitting- or even lying down 
Study your auto- 


matic actions, or those of your friends, while natur- 
ally laughing and while unconsciously stretching. 
and strive to imitate those muscular actions in your 
hourly bracer. Bad business, very bad. to wait for 
the end of the seventh inning to take a bracer. Most 
everybody needs one at least everv inning. Study 
your own muscle sensations while you assume a 
perfectly erect posture standing vigorously at at- 
tention, and strive to put all those muscles into ac- 
tion for a moment—no time at all—every hour. 
Every time the clock strikes take your bracer— 
drawing the chest well up. chin well in. crown as 
high as you can reach, toes a little in. shoulders 
down and back, thumbs out. palms forward, knees 
stiff, and most particularly of all efface that 
"stomach."

system, but usually 
it was accom- 


panied by 
haggling and 
difficulties 


which would make it appear that two 
departments of the government, in- 
stead of being important cogs in the 
same tremendous machine, were rival 
and competing private organizations. 


Very many times, when one depart- 


ment was selling or auctioning sup- 
plies in open market at low prices, and 
another department had need of just 
those supplies, 
the selling 
depart- 


ment would refuse to make the buy- 
ing department as good a price as it 
gave private purchasers. The depart- 
ment seeking the goods will point out 
that 
private individuals and firms 


were allowed to have the supplies at 
a low figure. The selling department 
would counter by pointing out that it 
was impossible to secure the needed 
supplies in the open market at any 
such price.

needs books with which to do this 
Extension work will soon become a 
necessary feature of the library sjs- 
tem. Branches 
in portions of the 


city at a_ distance from the main U- 
^ brary, stations in offices, 
factories 


and pther places 
School deposits and 


various other types of extension work 
hold a very important place m library 
work of all the larger towns and cities 
and should be started in Appleton.
